REMINISCENCES OF THE FIRST 
CHINA WAR. 

BY MAJOR-GENERAL J, b., BARROW.

Peiho, 3rd September, 1840.—Taking 
on coal from Daxid Malcolm. Dined on 
board Z£rnaad. At half-past seven p.m. 
the Admiral, Clarke, Astelo, Cotton, Smith | 
(Secretary), and Ruthorford (Flag Liou. | 
tenant) came on board steamor for tho | 


purpose of going to tie Great Wall. Got) 


~up steam and ander way, 

4th September.—At 2.20 p.m. sighted 
the Great Wal). At 4.30, abreast the Great 
Wall, Sighted a reof oxtending about two- 
acd ahalf miles from the shore, centre 
bearing North. End of the Great Wall near 
the soa, N. 87 E., 3 miles. Extremes of 
land forming in o low point, N. 63 E., 9 
miles. Roof of rocks extends a long way 
off this point to the Eastward. This posi- 
tion places the end of the wall iu Lat 40° 
4” North, Long. [30° 2” Mast. Glaeses 


were in constant requisilion during the 
morning, turned towards the land, which 
wa were coasting. keeping it about uine or 
ten miles on our Jarboard side. At twenty 
minutes past two tho Admiral first 
perceived the dim and faint outline 
of awall, Thy ship's head wus immediately 
put towards laud, and every glass eagerly 
turned towards the spot 80 anxiously sought 
for. Graduelly the dim and faint outline 
became wory and murv distinct (ill ‘the 
Great Wall of Clina' was digtinctly visible 
to every eye, We approached within one 
anda Qalf miles of the shore, Long and 
anxiously we gazed upon, to quote from 
Gibbon, that ‘ stupendous work which holds 
ao conspicuous # place in the map of tho 
world, but has never contributed to the safe- 
ty ofan unwarlike people,’ This was 1500 
miles long and was conatructed in the 3rd 
Century before the Christian ora to protect 
the Chinese Empire from. the inroads. of 
the Huns. It has stood, aninjyred,. the 
ravages of time, and- now remejns anim: 
perishablo monument of what tho labour of 
man can‘offect, and the wonder of nations ! 

Wotdistinotly. traced it from the brow of 
a hill about 2900 feet high, running along a 
ridge whiah sloped down to a low sandy 
fat shore, and termingted ia a point on 
which was built a fort jn gqod presorvatign, 
Tho wall itsalf wo lost sight of in somo 
inequalities of the ground in rear of the 
fort.

THE MORAL INFLUENCE OF 
OBRISTIAN EDUCATION 
~ _ IN CHINA. 

Tho Rev. J, 0. Ferguson, Secretary to 
the Educations! Assooistion of Chins, has 
sent ns 4 printed copy of the records of the 
trionnial mecting of the Association, which 
include the following intereating poper by 
Bishop Graves :— = 

When the Educaonal Association of 
China was catablished to promoto the in- 
terests of Education in the Middic King- 
dom its founders “had —s fer higher and” 
deeper purpose than the substitution of 
foreign atudies for the old eprriculum, 

While they may not have exprossed this 
purpose in words it was the underlying: 
principle which influenced them in what 
they did. There is no doubt that if they. 
had been interrogated as to whether the 
simple enlightenment of the Chines upon 
the principal points of satronemy, geog- 
taphy, physics and mathematics would 
carry out their purpose and -completely 
sntisfy their intention they. would have 
replied in tho negative, What thoy wera 
sveking to forward was a botter education 
for China in tho truest and fullest sonse, 
and what we mean by edotation in ths 
Weat is the full and free dovelopment of 
the whole man in overy faculty—physical, 
montal and moral, It. is just because 
Chinese education is so imperfect and fails 
to develop tho man in every one of these 
ways that we are atriving to replace it by 
a botter system. Peer eseaer | 

Woe can ace thia more cloarly. if'we divell 
A moment on ench of these pointa. In tho 
fitst place there is no attempt to produce & 
atrong and he:lthy man physically, Boyiah 
aports are regarded as. undignified and 
manual labor 28 derogatory to the scholar. 
So buth are discouraged, and the. hoy grows 
vp without strength of body fand .that 
healthy anima! vitality which we edmiro in 
boys at home. 

As the physical growth is stunted so is 
the mental. In the Chinese system the elas- 
sical books are firat committed to memory’ 
and the commentary upou them mastered, 
and@ then, whilo the mind is boing stored by 
voluminous reading with a mass of inform- 
ation og to the ancient custums, rites and 
history of China, the pupil is exercised in 
the art of composition, prose and postry. 
The facta acquired are often of the amallest 
interest to anyone out of China, and of the 
least possible use in giving the student a 
teue idea of the world around him and of 
his place in it; and the literary atyle while 
founded on what the Chinose regard os the 
best models is stilted and conventional from 
the limitations to which it iv subjected and 
the groove to which it is ourfined.. The 
memory is coltivated at the expense of the 
reasoning powers, and the men formed by 
this process become clever essayists and 
rhotoricians rathor than broad and deep 
thinkers, 

In moral_training Chinese education in- 
devd succeeds in inculcatiog certain moral 
trutha, Filial piety, loyalty and -other 
duties arv impressed upon the mind from 
an early age by caaseless repetition, In 
every book the boy atudics these principles 
are continually expounded till it becomes 
impossible to forget them, and if the Chi- 

nese do not live up to the standard of duty 


' We have broadly contrasted the types: of 
taen prodticed by Chinese ahd by Western 
education respectively, atid we cannot ‘bot 
feo] that the differonce is» moral one and 
is not simply due to the kind or amount of 
information imparted or ~ to “improved 
mothods of training bht goos back to a 
difference of. ideals. .Westeen cducation 
is Christina eduontion ; it is ever aiming to 
roproduce the monlizess of Christ, and no- 
thing elso will satisfy it, 

At bottom thon we are proposing a new 
taodel-fortho imitation of the Chinese’; 
there is a moral principle underlying all 
our attempts to educate them, and unless 
we rocognize that principle and its influence 
we almll only bal£ succeed, If the Educa- 
tional Association of China is to do what it 
has beau organized to accomplish it must 
do far more than introduce the teachings of 
modern acience, it must over have in viow 
the formation of character. 

Tho pdiat which it is desired to bring 
out in this puper is that a groat ideal 
underlies Ohristian education and that pro- 
perly conducted it always tends ta produce 
a chars¢ter which wo all dogire to sco re- 
produced in China. Without this high aim 
education will be of.little worth. We aro 
all of us familiar with a certain type of young 
Chinese who has what ia called a Weat- 
ern education, who has been crammed, that 
is, with Weetern knowledge and haa acquir- 
ed aon outside polish of manner but who 
has gained nothing of the character which 
we respect. . Mentally he belongs to the 
West, morally he belongs to Chins. He ia 
telf-suificient and opinionated. He has in- 
formation which his fellow couutrymon 
bave not, but in acquiring it be hae lost 
hold npon the teachings of his own sages 
without gaining hold of tho moral principles, 
which aro the foundation of all that is 
good in our civiliz.tion. It can never be 
our wish to maltiply mon like this, clever 
but oot deep, brilliant but not broad, 
polished but without principles.’ If Chino 
is to bo regenerated it will not be by such 
men at these. Bettor by far the thorough- 
going Confucian echolar with some grasp of 
moral ideas and with a purpose in his Rite, 
éven if that purpose is narrow and’ mis- 
taken, than these men, who- have cast of 
tbeir ancient customs and required a vencor 
of forsign civilization but have no teal pur- 
pose in their Jives nor strength of moral 
principlo in their hearta, 

Thete is a strong moral olemont in 
Chivese education, and what it has accom- 
plished for the nation is owing to this. 
The old maxim of the Great Learning that 
the who would rightly regulate bia family or 
rale the state must first rule and discipline 
himself, is a true one. We grow woary 
indeed in readivg the Chinese dooke of the 
endicss discussiun of tha five constant 
virtues and are fain to compare the amount 
said about thom with the small amount put 
in practice, bunt this continued talking 
abous virtue is at loast the evidence of an 
ideal, though it be one from which tho 
vation. has strayed very far, The inculca- 
tion of loyalty and filial piety by constant 
repetition has given to China the :tability 
it possesses. Wo mey rightly eriticizo 
Chinase education for falling short of 
what it ought to be, but it will 
sti be far botter than instructing 


help up to them in their own classice it ia 
not for want of knowing what that duty is. 

But the moral character we admire is 
free and instinctive, w:ilo the character 
produced by Chinceo training is Formal and 
mechanical. There are also whole sides of 
the moral life which are entirely neglected, 
while at tho points whore it is caltivated it is 
cultivated in ao artificial way. A certain 
star dard is in fuct attaiced, but it notably 
faiis to produce the nobler natural virtues 
which we admica in the/prout then @ anti 
uity, and it goes without saying-that it 
falls fatally short of the Christian stundard, 


In fine, Chinese education neglects all 
physical culture, trains the ‘mind in an 
artificial manner and fails to devslop the 
man to a high degree morally, 


The contrast between the Chineto and 
Western aystoms uf training may be seen 
in the different types of men that they 
produce. The Chiuese scholar is weak of 
body, with elend-r arms and fiogers only 
fitted to handle « pen. Hemay be a clever 
essayist and a skilful negotiavor, a fencer 
with words, ready with excuses and able to 
outwit others in the arta of diplomacy, 
But his word is not tu be relied an; ha 
may be counted on to utilize his position, 
bo it high or low, to oxtragt the greatest 
amoynt of pecguiary protit for bimaelf and 
his family, 2nd he cannot be expected to 
staud firm for principle against either the 
throate of enemies or the soligitationg of 
friends, Ho isan artifjoial produgt, cere: 
monious, polite aud false, Tuke, on.t'» 
other hand, the type of man produced by 
tho English -puble schools, All over 
the world aro to bo found the men 
whu ace the resulta of this training, men 
sirong in body ond in brain, men whose 
hands are eleen from taking of bribed ‘and ! 
ready for all honest toil, We see them in 
evory department ci ite—in the army, the | 
navy and the civil servico—gaiding the 
plow on the plains of the great north-west, 
or plying pickaxe an spas in the minca cf 
Soyth Afria: ‘hese are the men whe do 
the world’s work—educated man, men of 
character, men cf honor, meu of their word 
—rho con atand firm for duty againat 
friend and foe. If Eoglend owes har! 
Sapremacy in many laods to one thing 
more than another st is to the storling man- 
liness develgped in her ochools ; her battles, 
88 has bepn gaid, were won; Grst of all on 
the football feld, . a : 


Iu nothing is the contrast between our 
Weatern education and the Chinese seen. so 
eloarly as in- the rulers of our different 
countries. The Chineso mandarins are the i 
very flower of the literary clase, tho result ; 
of a lovg and slow process of selection. © It 
is by their. knowledge. of their bun hi 


gencration in all the branches of Western 
learning aod failing to supply them with 
those moral principles, which are the basis 
of character and which alono caa fit them 
to uno aright the gifts of intellect. 

Clearly the education we propose for the 
Chinese must exert strong moral influ- 
ence if it is to be a successfal rival to the 
old odncation and is to raise np men who 
will regenerate their country. ; 

Now in speaking of the moral inducnco 
Of Chriatina education we do not mean to 
draw 6 sbarp line of distinction between 
the moral training and the other parte of 
education, tut to speak of it as the reanlt 
of the education as a whole, There is 
such a thing top ag teaching the truths af 
Chrigtionjty in such o way that tho pupile 
regard them os only anather negessary 
task to be repeated in a parrot-like way. 
It is not that the Ohinese may be ablo to 
give ready snswors to questions on religion 
that we want, but to see a now btwn, of 
character formed in them, ~ We" ‘have 
drawn o picturg.cf the Chincso who has 
been edxested in a foreign way, but is 
without ‘moral principle,. but it is oo 
leas unpleasant to ase his counterpart, 
tho young Chinaman who talks glibly of 
aneyed thinga and has little intellectual 
furniture to boast of.. The mac who 
mects you with @ gerles of cant phra- 
ses, and wha professes religious ex- 
perionces which he has not folt, is cortainly 
ae side sight as tho other. Uant ia re- 
pulsive in ‘anyone, but doubly so in the 
Chinese, Too great attention to the 
papil’s religious experience, and confiving 

ia studic# mainly to religious books, ia a 
misteke os nofortunate as cramming him 
with information and paying uo attention 
te the formation of his moral obaracter, 
There is such a thing as moral trolning 
withoot formal instruction ta mdrals. 
Perhaps the strangest influences of Chria- 
tian efpetion wre thoso which it exerts 
indiroctly, The teacher whose mind is 
bent vpon developing the character of his 
pupils cannot help exerting an iniloence 
for it upoo them at all times, and bis 
oxemplo, if really good, will effect far more 
than bis exhortations, 

Bat even upart from the example of the 
teacher, Christian education is a constant 
morel training, Let us see somo of tho 
ways in which the pupil cannot help being 
influenced by it. Onr education is found- 
od on trath, and trothfolness is one of the 
chief virtues it teaches. We are all aware 
how lUltle, xeghrd for trath there is in 
Chins, and how readily the lic is put 
forward as the firet and easiest explanation 
of everything: Now there is vo toacher 
bot will etrive to make his scbolara

The progress of 
sclenco indeed depinds upon the truthfal- 
noes of each inveatigator and hisfidelity to 
tho observed fasts, The whola masd of 
facts to be observed and co-ordinated ig so 
enormous thet orery observer .is obliged to 
depend more or last upon the good faith of 
othore since he ‘antot possibly verify every 
faot for bimsolf, evn in his epcoial branch, 
and investigations in one department ore 
dependent upon tho investigation of othera 
in eubjecta. whiaa ore connected with their 
own. It texches too tho valne of ench 
small fact in itaown place. We ara need 
to sesing soma spparently: insignificant 
fact, which seemingly a} the ‘tims it is 
observed has me connection with others, 
prove-s0me day tho very bond and connect: 
ing link which’ enables us to rightly strange 
the whole series -We look on natura in 
thie way and striveto understand what wa 
seo and to valus svorything in the vast 
economy.. How dillorent are the oysa with 
which the Chines scholars look upon 
the world without thom. . Tho turn of a 
sentenca or choice of a character ere all- 
important things: in their ayes, but to 
attach ony irhportance to the varied life of 
the animal creation, or to care. anything 
about tho likenessos and distinstions of the 
vegetable world, |s quite beyond them, 
The Qhineso boy who had stadiod gaclogy 
for weeks wanted to give it up a6 use- 
less study, which was, os fie said, ‘all 
about stones.’ They do not comprohend the 
need for exautitude. They.can sae the use 
of a foohrule but nota micrometer, When 
the author of Chitese Characteristics said 
that the first generation of Chiness chemists 
would doubtless coms to an untimely end as 
the result of mixing‘ several tens’ of some 
dangerous compound with ‘several tens’ éf 
another, ha was atsting this paonliarity of 
the Chinese mind with pardonable exuggera- 
tion, But in-every lesson in arithmetic we 
are teaching them that numbers are not ar- 
bitrary things to be put together at hap-ha- 
zard, butare sabject to rules, which are true 
to the utmost bound of the .aniveras; and 
every lecture in chemistry bears, in upon 
their lode the conviction that substances 
are combined avd separated eooording ‘to 
fixed and invariablolaws ; while in natural 
history we are teaching them to look upon 
the taeming life of the world, not asacolleo- 
tion of curtosities but as connected by won- 
derful bonds of genera and species. This 
training cannot but operate powerfully to 
producea new habitof mind opposed to falae- 
hood and exagyernticn, and to give the power | 
of seeing things as they are and the desire’ 
to describe truthfully for others what is 
seen. 

Next, Ohistian education teaches the dig- 
nity of labor. In th Chinese mind the men 
who studies and tho man who works with 
hia hande—whotber ns a farmer or mechanio 
—belong to distinct classes, and the well-. 
being of eociety willbe best served if these 
clesses remain distiot. The scholar culti- 
vates hia long naila to show that his handa 
have nover been roughened by- work and 
have never handled «anything heavier than a 
peo. Ho walka with alow and proud gait 
amidst the toiling crowds that fill the

Ty Christian education ic China is begrin; 
fruit worth the lator if it tenda to make Chi- 
hese men pure and chivalrous. ‘The spirit 
that made the wen of tho Birkenkesd stund 
in their raukes and go down to an ocean grave 
while the women ood children filled the 
boats, was a Christian spirit, and if we can 
doa little to help tovard the future poasi-
